The Debt Mania. 
A western writer says:— It is a 
mighty Blown town these days that 
does not vote for more debt. Canyon 
City, John Day, Prairie 
City 
and 
Long Creek in Grant County. Oregon, 
have all voted bond issuer The pub­ 
lic and private debts 
resting 
upon 
the resources of this County, are 
gi eater than the combined assessed 
value of all the property in the Coun­ 
ty, and more than a quarter of a mil­ 
lion dollars go Bast iii interest each 
year. 
Of course, the people pay 
it 
in 
various ways. The Government bor­ 
rows money, taxes the 
people 
for 
interest, and then literally gives it 
to States, Counties and tovs< that 
will vote equal bonds and blow it in 
on something. It acts as a veritable 
bribe offered by the Government. 
America seems to have a mad mania 
for debt. 


A New Prophet. 
< congressman Peterson of (la. is 
evidently a man of good foundation. 
He has introduced in Congress a mil: 
To provide Homes Free From Debt 
lo Actual Farm Families, it is simi­ 
lar in its purposes to the Frazier- 
Lemke Bill and both she old be meig*>d 
into one. The worst defact in Peter­ 
son’- Bill is, it does not call for an 
issue of Government Legal Tender 
with which to carry out its provisions. 
Mr. Peterson’s speech in introduc­ 
ing his bill shows a fund of wisdom. 
The following high notes are sele* md 
from his remarks. 
Human beings 
under 
ordinary 
conditions, do not buy farm lands and 
pay for them out of the fruit of their 
labors on the farm purchased. This 
has never been the rule in the record­ 
ed history of the human ’.ace. 
The 
farm mortgage is of no value in re­ 
establishing our farm families in their 
homes, and in regaining 
for 
them 
the purchasing power of their new 
wealth. It is of no constructive value 
to anyone, either the borrower or the 
lender. 
The farm mortgage is destructive 
im its nature. It is therefore an enemy 
to society, and should be prohibited. 
I he law which I propose shall accom­ 
plish this highly desirable result. In 
our country today, over two thirds 
of the farm ers are either tenants or 
have their farm- heavily mortgaged, 
and this percentage is steadily grow ­ 
ing each year. 
I live in the country, and I know 
it i3 not right for the millions of boys 
and girls who are born in rural vee. 
tien* to ho farced to livf in poverty 
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and serfdom with no hope of ever 
owning a heme free of debt. An un­ 
fair and unjust economic system has 
forced our people ti mil their homes. 
It ha.- deprived us of the fruits of our 
labor, anc it has robbed us of our 
freedom and our happiness. 
Our Federal Government can, and 
should remedy tins deplorable con­ 
dition. It can lift the mortgages from 
oui laud.- 
. girt back to deserving 
faint famines their homes. 
The Gov- ; ament can protect the 
mothers arn; lathe is as they earnest­ 
ly strive to properly rear their fami­ 
lies aud marie them secure in their 
homes ny preventing 
these 
homos 
from again being sold o mortgaged; 
and it can give Li rile boys and g in s 
a h o are reared in the country7 an op­ 
portunity to d« vee p their lives m 
freedom and indej endence. This Gov­ 
ernment can 
lit lrom the r acks of 
tarmers and pi educe-s of new wealth, 
the c u t-e ox an ever mounting debt 
that is ci J mug tm a happiness and 
freedom, and will promote and en- 
c oui agt* private initiative, checking 
the ever loci easing tendency toward 
Governmental regulation ct and in­ 
te rfe re n c e with, the private affairs 
ut our people. 
trine* ii is the farm* * who pro­ 
duces the new wealth, certainly it is 
the tai mer to w hom the finished pro­ 
duct must iaigely be sold 
or 
ex­ 
change J. 
However, at present the farm er 
boe- not enjoy the full use of his 
new wealth. A la ge portion of it is 
lost in reins, interest anc royalties 
for which he receive* not bing in ex- 
i bange. Rent-, interest and royalties 
contribute nothing toward producing 
tins new w ealth; th e re fo r e , such por­ 
tion of it a.- is u-td in this manner, 
completely loses its exchange value 
in so far as me producer is concern­ 
ed. 
J he farmer* is forced to throw7 on 
the m a:kot that post.on of hw new 
weai'h win,:h is used in this manner, 
but he and his family are unable to 
buy it back .n toe finished product. 
It ihetefore, becomes 
the 
surplus. 
I his surplus has continued to grow 
each yea! as tent-, interest and royal­ 
ties h a\t continued to consume la ig tr 
portions of the !armets tit a wealth.
